ORTH Montreal, 200-square- 
mile area rugged mountain 
country forms Quebec’s Laurentian 
playground. Renowned among va- 
cationists throughout Canada and 
the United States, offers good trans- 
portation, majestic scenery and facilities 
for the enjoyment virtually every out- 
door sport through the seasons. Though 
there are fine hotels, many Canadians— 
order “to get away from all” 
according their own family needs— 
have built holiday houses there the 
past years, and since the war 
there has been acceleration interest. 
Designed for year-round occupancy, 
many the houses are the work 
leading Montreal architects and have 
thus become “newsworthy” for their 
individuality design, layout for infor- 
mal living and decorative themes. Some 
derive their inspiration from Scandina- 
vian, Alpine, Tyrolean sources, but 
the majority are based the French- 
Canadian tradition. With their simplic- 
ity character and lavish use color 
they possess unique appeal. 


THE SCANDINAVIAN and similar 
styles are invariably log construction. 
Cedar logs are used, with the bark 
removed. Light dark brown stain 
relieved such accents white sash, 
green shutters, orange trim. The judi- 
cious application reds, blues and yel- 
lows also keeping. 

French Canadian examples employ 
rough faced boarding with clapboard 
gables, square-hewn with dove- 
tailed corners. Walls are whitewashed 
painted, and vivid touches predomi- 


nate everywhere. With white walls 
not uncommon see light blue used 
for gables and window frames, green for 
shutters, and salmon pink brick red 
for doors. Against snow forest for 
background house with such color 
scheme gleams like jewel. 

Stone occasionally used for exterior 
walls and stucco fairly frequent. Roofs 
are generally covered with cedar 
asphalt shingles, with galvanized iron. 
The use metal dates back the days 
when Quebec’s habitants used the empty 
food tins British troops for roofing.

Not 
only was she permanently cut off from all 
the delights vision, but her important 
family job caring for children and 
husband, performing the dozens 
daily chores—cooking, washing, mend- 
ing and cleaning—seemed absolutely 
impossible under this life sentence 
perpetual darkness. 

was this point that she received 
the help she needed most. woman she 
had never heard before—one who 
was also without sight—came 
from The Canadian National Institute 
for the Blind. woman was one 
the home teachers who make their 
life work visit newly blinded persons, 
and demonstrate example just 
how the afflicted can continue live 
busy, useful lives and never feel con- 
demned sit corner lonely 
idleness, isolated from the world. 

When she paid her weekly visits the 
Smith household, the home teacher had 
two jobs do. First, she must show the 
great necessity for order all things; 
for initiative and for infinite patience. 
Second, she must teach the husband 
and children how make life safe 
and easy possible for the blind 
woman. She emphasized, for example, 
how serious injury could caused 
moving furniture without warning;
